he following anoreaen” 
ing the epidemic of poliomyelitis (in- 
fantile paralysis) has been published 
in bulletin form by the provincial 
department -of health and shows tne 
precautions which should be taken 
with regard to this complaint which 
is figured to reach its full season by 
the middle of September and wane 
towards the end of October:— 

1. Keep children away. from 
crowds. Allow them to play outdoors 
as much as possible, but not in con- 


tact with large groups of other | 


children. Keep them by themselves 
as far as possible. 

2. Give children wholesome and 
easily digestible food, including 
plenty of milk and vegetables. Raw 
vegetables and fruit should be thor- 
oughly washed before being eaten. 
Milk should be kept cold and care- 
fully protected from flies. 


3. \Children should be given 4 
‘daily tub bath and their clothing 
should be washed frequently. 

4. Ohildren should have ample 
rest. Twelve hours’ sleep in a well- 


ventilated bedroom is a good rule to |* 


follow. Keep the bedroom windows 
open. 

5. The home should be kept thor- 
oughly clean, and free from flies or 
vérmin of any description. 

6. Keep the home free from aust, 


but avoid dry sweeping or dusting. { 


Sprinkle the floor with pieées. Of, 
dampened paper before sweeping, 
and use a cloth which hag been 
moistened for dusting. 

7. Inasmuch as there is a great 
variation in the onset of poliomye- 
litis at a time when the disease is 
prevalent, children showing any evi- 
dence of a departure from normal 
health should be carefully watched 
‘and isolated. It is urgent that 
prompt medical attention should be 
given in all cases. 

8. The abortive or very mild type 
of the disease which recovers in a 
few days without any paralysis, and 
the “carriers” who harbor the virus 
of the disease in the nose and throat 
but do not develop the disease, are

Possibly one of the best-known 
men of the whole Wainwright dis- 
trict passed away at the hospital 
early on Saturday morning. last in 
the. person. of Mr. Martin Luther 
Forster, who was numbered among 
the few who are left of the town’s 
founders. ‘ : 

He was born at Newstead, Gray 
County, Ontario, .on “August 10th, 
1873, and was thus 64 years at fhe 
time of his“ passing. For the past 
Several months he had been suffer- 
ing from cirrhosis, of the liver, and 
during . the past three weeks had 
been a patient at the hospital for 
this very painful disease, but al- 
though every care and attention was 
given him, all medical knowledge 
and gkill proved unavailing and ‘he 
‘breathed his last about one a.th. ag 
stated above; the whole of his fam- 
ily, as well as a brother from Cam- 
rose being at his death bed. 

Married in his home town in 1894 
to Miss Stella Doersam, the couple 
later moved to Dominion City, Man., 
where they resided for some years, 
and in 1906 they followed the builds 
ing of the Grand Trunk Pacific R.R. 
westward and located at Denwood 
(some six miles east of the present 
townsite of Wainwright) where Mr. 
Forster erected a hotel on the sup- 
position that that site would be 
where. :the new railway divisional 
point would be located. Very’ “shortly 
after the hotel was finished, railway 
officials decided upon the townsite 
‘in its present situation, and Mr. 
Worster then moved his big hotel 
building to the corner of Main street 
and Second avenue in Wainwright.

Colours are used to 1udi- 
cate the approximate areas covered 
by the different types of forest 
growth in the Dominion, as well as 
the areas devoted to wheat PTS i 
mixed farming including dairying, 
ranching and the growing of fruit or 
other special crops. 

The wide distribution of Canada’s 
mineral resources is shown in red 
lettering, the larger characters in- 
dicating the location of producing 
mines, and the smaller letters the 
approximate position of prospects. 
Symbols of varying sizes show the 
relative importance of the develeped 
and undeyeloped water powers. The 
important coastal and inland fisher- 
ieg are also shown, as are the prin- 
cipal areas containing fur-bearing 
animals, (eee 

This map is designed both for use 
in schools and for others who are 
interested in a general way in the 
natural resources of the country. One 
copy will be sent free to any school 
upon application of the principal or 
board of trustees. To the general 
public a charge of twenty-five cents 
per copy is made.

Bad Water Case: 
of Horse Disease 


Although no cases of “sleeping 
sickness” among horses have occur- 
red in Alberta, the provincial agri- 
cultura! department has notified all 
practicing veterinarians in the pro- 
vince regarding this disease, which 
has made its appearance in Saskat- 
chewan, Manitoba and the United 
States. 

Hon. D. B. Mullen, minister of 
agriculture in an’ interview, made 
the following statement: “Up to the 
present, no cases of this disease have 
been identified as such in Alberta 
this year.” 

There has been a _ considerable 
number of suspected cases, but these 
were found to be hotulism, the symp- 
toms of which clogely resemble those 
of the former disease. 

‘One of the common svurces of 
botulism is through horses consum- 
ing stagnant water and owing to the 
unusual weather conditions during 
the past few months, farmers should 
be. particular about watering their 
horses at wells, and not allow the 
animals to drink from sloughs or 
low places. ‘

In recent years the work of the 
Plant Pathology Department of tne 
Botanical Division, having to do 
with the control of smut and a num- 
ber of other fungous diseases in the 
treatment of seed wheat, oats, bar- 
ley and other seeds, by applying 
organic mercury dusts, constitutes 
in itself“an epic in agricultural sci- 
ence.

EDUCATION 
NEVER ENDS 


One of the wisest remarks we 
have read for a long time was made 
by a New York judge the other 
day. “Only a clod speaks of his edu- 
cation in the past tense.” In ruling 
that a trust fund established to 
“complete” the education of a boy 
should be continuous throughout the 
beneficiary’s life, Surrogate Dele- 
hanty pointed out that education is 
an unending, lifelong process of de- 
velopment. F 

Education does not consist in fill- 
ing a child’s mind with knowledge. 
The discipline of formal study is 
merely laying the foundation of an 
education. The intelligent student 
brings away from school little more, 
at best). than an understanding of 
how knowledge may tbe acquired and 
frotd: what sources. If he has been 
fortumate in his teachers, he will 
also. have’ ‘some comprehension of 
the relation of each kind of know- 
ledge to all others. 

So equipped, one’s education may 
be said'to begin afiter he bas finished 
school or college and tries to apply 
the knowledge and methods he has 
been taughit, to ithe practical affairs 
of life and the art of living. He finds 
in his ‘contact with his fellowmen 
new problems every day that were 
never mentioned in iis textbooks. 
How well’ educated he finally be- 
comes depends upon how well he suc~- 
ceeds in learning from his day-by- 


day experiences.

THE COST OF 
DISTRIBUTION 


Tt used to cost a dollar to get a 
dollar's worth of goods inw tne 
hands of the customer.. Now, ac- 
cording to some recent studies by 
economists, it costs nearly a dollar 
and a half. If that is so, it woulo 
seem to have some bearing on the 
perpetual bugaboo of the high cost 
of living. 


Perhaps in all of the schemes and 
plans which we have been trying, in 
the effort to bring about an eco- 
nomic balance ibetween production 
and consumption, we have been 
tackling the problem from the wrong 
end. Perhaps the trouble is not over- 
production but underconsumption, 
and that comes about because too 
many middlemen take a toll along 
the highways of commerce, between 
the producer and the consumer. 

It certainly seems logical to be- 
lieve that the producer could get fust 
ag much, and sell more goods if 
people did not have to pay that toll 
of $1.50 on every dollar’s wortn yne 
producer sells.

culture. Ignorance of the qualities of 
the different varieties of peaches 
might very readily result in the 


purchase of fruit mot suited to the 


purpose of the buyer. The following 
information may prove to be of 
some assistance. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note that the law is most empha- 
tic on the matter of correct names. 
Woe betide the shipper of peaches 
who tries to fool the public by in- 
correctly naming the peaches in any 
given crate. Every single crate must 


be stamped with the name of the 
variety in that crate and that vari- 


ety must be correctly named or else. 
ROCHESTER 

'The Rochester is one of the newer 
varieties of peaches. A case of these 
peaches usually appeals to the buyer 
since they are a particularly uniform 
peach, with a decided blush. The 
fruit slices well, has an excellent 
flavour and the deep peach colour 
that most buyers look for. Because 
Rochesters are a_ freestone type of 
may be used for both canning und 
dessert purposes. 

YELLOW ST. JOHN 

The pick of the peaches for can- 
ning is the Yellow St. John. No 
other peach seems to have the same 
deep yellow colour, the same firm, 
meaty slices, and the rich, full fla- 
vour of the St. John. There are a 
number of newer varieties that are 
going to give the Yellow St. John a 
close race for first place in we 
hearts of the housewife but at pre- 
sent these are not so well known 
and Yellow St. John reigns supreme. 
It is a freestone peach ready for use 
about the end of August. 

J. H. HALE 

The J. H. Hale is the canner’s 
favourite. He likes it because it is 
firmer than the Yellow St. John and 
the slices hold their shape a little 
better under commercial conditions.

SANDWIOHES FOR ALi 
OOOASIONS . 

Sandwiches are what we make 
them. They may be make-shift bites, 
with little to be said in their favor, 
or dainty morsels that bring (bursts 
of praise to the hostess, whenever 
they are placed before guests. 

It is far too. easy to put a piece of 
ham or cheese between two slices of 
{bread and call it a sandwich. We are 
likely to get into this food rut if 
we do not watch ourselves. 

But the woman who prepares her 
sandwiches as carefully as she bakes 
a cake will be repaid amply in re- 
spect and compliments. Sandwiches 
should he dainty—iwhether for the 
school or factory lunch box; a pic- 
nic; a bridge lunch or a buffet lunch. 


Combination gandwich fillings 
should be cultivated. Instead of mus- 
ing plain cheese use a combination 
of cheese and mustard pickles, As a 
matter of fact, the pickle shelf can 
be used the whole year round to build 
up attractive sandwiches for the 
lunch box. When you do not desire 
to include pickles of some kind in 
the actual filling, two or tnree 
pickles wrapped in waxed paper may 
be thrust into a corner of the lunch 
box and you may rest assured that 
they will seldom, if ever, come back 
to you at night—or for a_ buffet 
lunch, various kinds of pickles may 
be placed near the sandwich tray. 

Here are several recipes showing 
how pickles of various kinds may be 
used in sandwiches. 

Spicy Celery Sandwich 
2 large sweet pickles (% cup), 
finely chopped 
% cup celery, finely cut 
1 tablespoon mayonnaise 
2 teaspoons catsup 

Combine chopped sweet pickles and 
celery. Blend with remaining  in- 
gredients. Spread this filling on 
slices of buttered bread. 

Hot Ham Sandwich 

Have ready hot buttered toast, two 
slices for each sandwich, and light- 
ly broiled sliced ham, cut very tnin. 
Arrange a slice of the ham on a 
slice of the toast. Add a bit of pre- 
pared mustard and cover with minc- 
ed sweet pickles. Put the top slice 
of toast in place. Serve at once. 

Bacon and Pickle Sandwich 

6 slices crisply broiled bacon, 
chopped 

3 medium-sized dill pickles, 
chopped 

% cup mayconaise 

Combine bacon, pickles, and may- 
onnaise. Spread on buttered bread. 
Makes 6 sandwiches, 4 x 4 inches. 

Savory Minced Cheese Sandwich 

4% pound American cheese 
1 tablespoon butter 
1 teaspoon mustard sauce from 
mustard pickles 
cup mustard pickles, finely 
chopped 
Salt 
Paprika 

Allow cheese to stand in a warm 
place to soften. Mash the cheese and 
blend with butter. Add remaining: in- 
lgredients. Spread on thinly sliced 
whole wheat or rye bread, buttered.

to be one. 


As local treatment for this condition, you may use a nightly application 
to the cuticle of Balsam of Peru, 50 per cent in castor oil to stimulate nail 
growth.

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WASHINGTON.— With Congress 
out of the way as the focus or pub- 
lic attention, for the time being, 
Washington is relaxing by puying 
more attention to the doings and 
personalities of men and women 
whose functions are not primarily 
political, 

Somebody raised the question 
around the table at the National 
Press Club, as to who is the hardest- 
working member of the President’s 
Cabinet. After a very brief discus- 
sion there was unanimous agreement 
that that honor goes to Harokd W. 
Ickes, Secretary of the Interim, 

Certainly no other Cabinet mem- 
ber has so many jobs. He gets ap- 
pointed to committees and commis- 
sions because he has proved himself 
such a tireless worker and a first- 
rate executive. He gets things done. 

Duties of Mr. Ickes 

The work of Secretary of the In- 
terior covers a fairly wide range of 
interests, which most of Mr. Ickes’ 
predecessors have found enough to 
attend to. But in addition to the 
duties involved in administering the 
Public Land Office, the Reclamation 
Service, the Bureau of Indian Aff- 
fairs, the Patent Office and a few 
other branches of the Interior De 
partment, Mr. Ickes is the heua of 
the Public Works Administration, in 
charge of all grants and loans to 
states and communities for public 
works of all kinds, That is a job 
which would keep an ordinary man 
busy if he did) nothing else.

He made a comfort- 
able fortune in the practice of law 
in Chicago, and inherited a large 
amount from his wife, who was 
killed in an automobile accident last 
year. 

Hugo Black to Supreme Court 

Washington people who know 
; Senator Hugo Black of’ Alabama as 
one of the most outspoken men in 
public life, a man of action, rest- 
less, and of strong personal convic- 
tions, are wondering how he will en- 
joy the restraint which custom, tra- 
dition and the nature of his new du- 
ties will impose upon him when né 
takes his seat next month on the 
bench of the most august judicial 
jbody in the world, the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

He will have opportunity, natur- 
ally, to express his convictions and 
exercise his skill in debate in discus- 
sions with his colleagues of the bemch 
on cases which come before the 
Court. But those debates are held 
behind closed doors. 

‘There is nothing dramatic about 
them, and no hint of what has been 
said by any Justice is ever allowed 
to leak out. Except as they express 
themselves in written opinion handed 
down from the bench, either in agree- 
ment with the majority of the Court 
or dissenting from the majority of 
view of the law, Supreme Court jus- 
tices have no opportunity to express 
themselves publicly on public ques- 
tions. 

That is one of the reasons why 
justices lead what to many seem 
somewhat like cloistered lives. They 
are not “mixers’. They mostly avoid 
attendance at dinners and parties at 
which they are likely to be thrown 
into contact with politicians and 
others who might ask them indis- 
creet questions about cases which 
the Court is considering. There is 
an implied obligation to avoid 
friendships with people who might 
conceivably have a personal interest 
in what the Court is doing. 

Social Life of Justices 

That tradition does not bar them 
from most of the ordinary social 
amenities, but makes them particu- 
lar about the company they keep 

on them a_ reticence 
interpretea as 
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of National Advisory Council on Re- 'povernment, between 


signifying snobbishness. 

The one opportunity which a Su- 
preme Court justice has to express 
his views on issues of public con- 
cern, except as he writes an opinion 
is when he questions attorneys from 
the bench in the course of argument 
om a case. | 

By the tone and phrasing of his 
questions, a justice may give expres- 
sion to his own views of the funda- 
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mental issues at stake. Senator— 
now Justice—Black, as chairman of 
the Senate Investigating Committee, 
was an adept at asking searching 
questions. 

As a member of. the Supreme 
Court, his friends expect him to 
avail himself of opportunities to ex- 
press himself by that Socratic me- 
thod. But such opportunities are few 
and if he follows the precedent set 
by Justice Cardoz, up to now the 
‘baby’ of the Court, he will not ask 
any questions from the bench during 
the first term after he takes his 
seat.

Each side claims to be fighting for 
democracy and the rights of man. I 
cannot see how any American can 
reconcile the claims of either to 
democracy as we understand it, yet 
many eager, adventurous young 
Americans are fighting on the Com- 
munist side, and many have been 


killed.

Japan’s excuse for occupying 


China is the danger of the spread of 
Communism from Russia into Chma.
